WASHINGTON ( A P ) - Nurs- 


ing home patients may be get- 
ting shortchanged because of a 
maze of inconsistent state pol- 
icies regulating Medicaid, say 
federal auditors. 


What's worse, says the Gen- 


eral Accounting Office, the fed- 
eral government has done noth- 
ing to correct the situation al- 
though it's pumping millions 
into the program. 


The GAO report covered pay- 


ment policies and rates for 
nursing-home care in states 
with Medic-aid programs. The 
widely varying policies 
can 


contribute 
to 
lower 
quality 


patient care, 
the GAO con- 


cluded. 


The federal share of costs of 


such care escalated from $323 
million in fiscal 1966 to $837 
million in fiscal 1971, the GAO 
noted. Nevertheless, the report 
said, the Department of Health, 
Education and Welfare has not: 


—Issued "appropriate cri- 


teria and requirements to guide 
the states in establishing rates 
of payment." 


—Enforced the law requiring 


that state plans include a de- 
scription of methods and proce- 
dures used in setting payment 
rates. 


—Instituted effective 
proce- 


dures for evaluating the meth- 
ods states use to establish such 
rates. 


"In the absence of HEW criti- 


era," GAO told Congress, "the 
states have adopted methods 
for establishing rates of pay- 
ment for gursing home care 
which have resulted in differing 
payment policies and rates."

TOKYO (AP) - Signs of Chi- 


nese relaxation at home and 
abroad continue to multiply a 
year after Ping Pong diploma- 
cy dramatically improved rela- 
tions between the United States 
and Mainland China. 


The indicators of change are, 


in some cases, not much bigger 
than a table tennis bat. But 
taken together they add up to a 
mood the Chinese have not 
known for years. 


Within China, officials have 


encouraged women to abandon 
their drab unisexlook in favor 
of brighter and more cheerful 
clothes. They also have an- 
nounced the start of a new ef- 
fort 'to Romanize the Chinese 
written language. Once accom- 
plished this would partly re- 
move the barrier to China's 
communication with the rest of 
the world.

(AP) — Apollo 16's explorers, 
possessors of two scientifically 
intriguing white rocks, plan to 
drive halfway up a moon moun- 
tain today in another quest for 
volcanic remnants and ancient 
lunar soil. 


John W. Young and Charles 


M. Duke Jr., who joked and 
bounced over 
the 
Descartes 


plateau for seven hours Friday, 
collected the white rocks on 
their first lunar drive. Scien- 
tists said they could be impor- 
tant 
in 
understanding 
the 


moon's formation. 


Major target for the second 


drive was Stone Mountain, a 1,- 
500-foot peak 2.6 miles south of 
the Descartes plateau landing 
site. 


The seven-hour excursion be- 


gins at 10:36 a.m. EST. 


Young and 
Duke hope to 


steer their moon car around 
boulders and craters about 700 
feet up the terraced mountain 
to gather rocks at various lev- 
els. Some of the material might 
have been heaved up from 500 
feet below the surface by vol- 
canic action. 
'The activity follows a busy 


first day on the moon during 
which the moon men set up a 
scientific station and erected a 
fifth American flag on the sur- 
face before starting their driv- 
ing expedition. 


The science station lost its 


top priority experiment, a $1.2 
million heat flow probe, when 
Young 
accidentally 
stumbled 


over a cable. 


Young apologized many times 


during the day and asked if a 
way could be figured to fix it. 
Ground controllers said they 
thought there was little chance 
although 
various 
possibilities 


were under study. 


Mission Control cut Sunday's 


third excursion from seven to 
five hours to give the moon 
men extra rest before they lift 
off late that day.

(AP) — A Canadian scien- 
tist says archeological finds 
at Ozette, Wash., and Prince 
Rupert, B.C., indicate Indian 
culture on the North Pacific 
coast is thousands of years old.

National Museums of Canada, 
says the finds are disproving 
theories that Indian culture 
flourished only after the arrival 
of white men.

and play it for profit. They 
play it, not only because— 
like that fan—they love it, 
but also to provide a secur- 
ity for their families and a 
livelihood today. 


Yet heroes are expected to 


be cut from a wholly differ- 
ent cloth. They may look like 
the rest of us, but they must 
act and perform like demi- 
gods. 


"Baseball heroes," wrote 


Tristram Coffin, in "The Old

Ball Game," "strutting and 
fretting 
upon an 
artificial 


stage, find their personali- 
ties b e i n g crammed into 
basic stereotypes that the 
world seems never to have 
been without." So W i l l i e 
Mays and Tom Seaver are 
contemporary 
A m e r i c a ' s 


summertime version of Her- 
cules and Achilles. 


Of course, our psyche per- 


mits us not to 1 o o k upon 
these mortal men as mer- 
cenaries. 
We give l i t t l e 


thought to the fact that a 
man from Hackensack and 
another from Caracas play 


le Chicago Cubs, and a 
f r f l m Punxsutawney. 


tor the 
man 
Pa., and another from Mus- 
kegon are with Baltimore. 


And so we are shocked 


and benumbed by such mvm- 
dane matters as money—for 
them. And besides, w h a t 
money! We hear of $100,000 
a year salaries, $200,000 a 
year salaries. And we feel 
an encroaching cyenicism: 
Are these romantic heroes 
Hessians? 


No, they are simple men, 


trained in the ways of a cap- 
italistic society. The system 
tells us that we can earn as 


much as our expertriess and 
as much as the laws of sup- 
ply and demand dictate. Yet 
under the reserve clause (in 
which an owner determines 
a player's baseball life) and 
under the m o n o p o l i s t i c 
power (that makes contract 
"haggling" a r i t u a l and 
nothing more), the profes- 
sional baseball player lives 
outside the system". 


The point is not that play- 


ers often make a great deal 
of money in comparison to 
your local butcher but that 
they aren't accorded all they 
might earn in a free market. 


For example, major league 
clubs' gate receipts have in- 
creased to 80 times what 
they were in 1883 but the 
average players' salary has 
increased only seven times 
in the same period (accord- 
ing to Dr. Harold Seymour, 
author of "Baseball: 
The 


Golden Age"). 


"And," said Tom Seaver, 


"not all of the players make 
over $100,000 a year. Many 
make $20,000 and less. And 
they have great expenses— 
like living in three different 
places: 
a 
spring 
training 


home, their club's hometown 


and their off-season home " 


"Yet the players' strike 


had more to do with ethics 
and reason than just money 
matters. \Ve feel we've been 
taken advantage of by the 
owners. When Charley Fin- 
ley can tell Vida Blue that 
he has to sign for what Fin- 
ley wants him to. or not play 
at all. well, that's grossly un- 
fair. 


"It's true." said Seaver. 


"that we get up in the morn- 
ing and look forward to go- 
ing to work. A steehvoiker 
probably doesn't 
But our 


job is not all that easy. Fol- 
low me around in the hoi 
days of August." 


Seaver mirrors something 


Ed Walsh, a long-ago great 
pitcher, said. Walsh o n c e 
worked in coal fields. 'This 
being regarded as a star 
pitcher is a harder job than 
being a coal miner." he said. 


There have been a handful 


of strikes 
and 
threatened 


strikes in baseball history, 
dating all the way back to 
1890. The owners even then 
t e r m e d the players "in- 
grates" a n d "anarchists." 
The faithful fans were ap- 
palled at the players' rapac- 
ity. 
(Even so divine a hero 


as Walter Johnson was, dur- 
ing a contract dispute, vili- 
fied in this headline: "Al- 
mighty D o l l a r Johnson's 
Ideal.") 


However, 
the 
fans 
still 


came. It is not so easy to 
live a humdrum life and 
have no hero to cheer, no 
bum to boo.

waiting for Ali to go into his 
flamboyant, bombastic Cas- 
sius Clay act. 


"Wait until Ali starts talk- 


ing b e f o r e you s t a r t to 
shoot," writer-t u r n e d-tele- 
caster Dick Schaap tells his 
cameraman as the TV lights 
flash on and e v e r y b o d y 
s t a r t s milling into place.

Ali interrupts. "You hit me 
ipw 26 times in that fight

won't let you get away with 
that. Ain't going to be no 40 
or 50 low blows like there 
was last time." 


The reporters and photog- 


r a p h e r s are all laughing

LAKELAND, Fla.—(NEA) 


—One bench jockey wonders 
aloud how M i c k e y Lolich 
gets to the mound without 
help of a crane. Another 
bawls, "When's the balloon 
goin' up?" It is their undo- 
ing. 


"That gets me going," 


says Lolich. "I'll show you, 
you S.O.B.s. And I throw 
three of the most hellacious 
fast balls they ever saw. The 
hitter drags his bat to the 
dugout." 


Lolich, plumped on a stool 


in the locker room 
hore, 


smiles wryly at the scene he 
has just pictured. He runs a 
meaty hand through dark, 
w a v y hair and he l o o k s 
straight at you with sleepy, 
intelligent eyes under long 
lashes. 


His round face and beefy 


neck only hint at a rotundity 
that reaches blubbery ful- 
fillment in his belly. His 
sweatshirt covers that area 
like a towel covers a beach 
ball. 


The Detroit Tigers' left- 


hander stands six feet tall 
and weighs 215 oddly dis- 
tributed pounds. Yet he is as 
agile and effective as a sumo 
wrestler. Lolich led the ma- 
jor leagues in 1971 with 25 
wins and 308 strikeouts and 
376 innings p i t c h e d — t h e 
most w o r k e d in the big 
leagues in 55 years 


It wasn't always so for 


Lolich. Once he was a lean 
and hungry loser

k i c k e d resin in his ego. 
When he had had enough, at 
age 21. he quit baseball 


The year was 1962 and Lo- 


lich weighed 170 pounds He 
was pitching fur D e n v e r 
This was his fourth year ol 
organized ball and

ture looked scrawny. He had 
never had a winning season: 
his record now was 0-4 A 
bit earlier in the season he 
had been hit m the eye by a 
line drive He became gun- 
shy on the mound. His pitch- 
ma motion became 
defen- 


sive lie was told he was be- 
IIIL: shipped back to Knox 
ville. a notch lower in the 
minor leagues 


Lolich refused to ^ <

Portland, Ore. He announced 
his voluntary retirement in 
a telegram to the Tiger front 
office. It was accepted. 


This was no grandstand 


play. Lolich was angry that 
Denver wouldn't keep him 
—and he was still scared on 
the mound. He truly planned 
to become a gunsmith, a life- 
long interest. 


When a n e i g h b o r h o o d 


amateur team asked him to 
pitch in a big game, he re- 
fused. His father, however, 
interceded. The team was 
made up of fellow Croatians. 
"My father is very much an 
old-country type," says Lo- 
lich. " 'Just this once, Mick- 
ey, for the good of the Cros,' 
he said." 


Lolich buckled under this 


chauvinistic plea. He pitched 
five innings and struck out 
15 batters. "All of a sud- 
den." 
he said, "I wasn't 


scared no more." 


The Portland minor league 


team, owned by Kansas City, 
asked 
Detroit' for permis- 


sion to use Lolich. Detroit 
a g r e e d. Lolich decided to 
give it another try. He had 
also been thinking about his 
15-33 won-lost record in pro- 
fessional ball. He believed 
that he needed more weight. 
"Being thin was my down- 
fall," he said. "I would lose 
energy in the late innings." 


He now began 
to stuff 


himself, eating pizzas and 
doughnuts and bread.when- 
ever he wasn't 
flinging a 


b a s e b a l l . He gained 20 
pounds in three weeks. 


Lolich, breaking all of Dr. 


Stillman's diet rules, had 
the first winning season of 
his career. The next season, 
p e r f e c 11 y pot-bellied, he 
rolled into the major leagues 
with D e l ro i t By then he 
was 205. 


At 210. he won 18 games 


in 1964 During the week of 
the 1968 World Series, when 
he won three games and the 
car that goes to the MVP, he 
gained five pounds. He says 
now that 215 is his maxi- 
mum 
'I don't want to force 


the issue." he said 


Despite Lolich's corpulent 


Miccess. ba.sebal! profession- 
al and writers and fans 
h a v e trouble throwing off 
Mere- 
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stretch to absurd lengths to 
achieve it. But he succeeds 
remarkably. 


New York 
Knick team- 


mate Bill Bradley has said. 
"He's the only player1 I've 
ever seen I would describe 
as an artist, who takes an 
artistic a p p r o a c h to the 
game." 


There's more, of course. 


Walter Frazier is a man of 
accomplishment. 
He is no 


dilettante. 


"He does the key things 


when things are tough," said 
Gene Shue, coach of the Bal- 
timore Bullets. "He kills us 
in the clutch." 


He is one of the best bas- 


ketball players in history. 
"He ranks with Oscar Rob- 
ertson and Jerry West as the 
best guards I've ever seen," 
said Bill Russell, who knows 
about such things. 


Frazier will be the first to 


agree, since he is as im- 
modest as he is spectacular. 


Appearances are as impor- 


tant to Frazier as perform 
ance. 


Before a game, he says, 


"I have to look very partic- 
ular. I get taped in my un- 
derwear because I want my 
uniform to be nice and fresh 
when I put it on. And then I 
check my face in the mirror. 
I make sure my hairline is 
just so. I pat d o w n my 


'burns. I m a s h down my 
'stache. 'Yep, Walter,' I say, 
'you're a damn goodlookin' 
guy." It relieves the pres- 
sure. Then I'm ready for the 
game." 


Not quite. He warms up 


just to the point when he's 
about to break into an un- 
seemly sweat. "I don't sweat 
until the game starts," he 
says, "and 1 don't e v e n 
sweat much then. Cool cat. 
man." 


"I play so cool, in fact, 


that I don't lose too much 
weight in a g a m e. Willis 
Reed used to lose maybe 12 
pounds in a game. Me, may- 
be I drop three or four '
